I am one of those who have 


personally experienced the rise 
of farm living from carrying 
pails of water to today's 
automatic 
piped 
water 


systems. 


Originally there was a hand- 


pump over a dug well in the 
yard. Then they moved the 
house over the well and 
positioned the pump on the back 
porch. But still there was no 
bathroom. 


About the time I was 12, the 


farm where we lived from May 
1 to Oct. 1—moving to town for 
the rigors of a Pennsylvania 
Winter—faced 
up to 
the 


problem of getting piped water. 
We had no rural electricity, 
therefore we got piped water 
the hard way. A concrete 
reservoir was built up the 
mountain and a ditch dug for 
800 feet of pipe to the house. It 
was a tough job. In a Penn- 
sylvania Winter the ground 
freezes 30 inches deep—so the 
ditch had to be dug below that 
depth. 


Today, with rural electricity, 


obtaining piped water is easier 
and less expensive. Automatic 
pumps keep steel tanks up to a 
minimum pressure right at the 
well-head. 


There may be 7 million farm 


homes still without running 
water but it's a good gamble the 
deficiency will be remedied a 
few years from now.

PARIS (AP) - The United 


States and North Vietnam re- 
mained split today on the issue 
of a cease-fire and political set- 
tlement for Vietnam despite a 
new round of secret talks. 


There was no indication at 


the 151st session of the peace 
conference that the secret ren- 
dezvous in Paris Wednesday 
between Henry A. Kissinger, 
presidential adviser, and North 
Vietnamese leaders had made 
progress in settling the basic is- 
sue of who should control pow- 
er in Saigon. 


Debate on the issue of a 


cease-fire marked much of the 
argument in the plenary ses- 
sion. 


U.S. Ambassador William J. 


Porter asked the Communists 
to say "what is wrong" with 
President Nixon's May 8 pro- 
posal for an internationally su- 
pervised cease-fire throughout 
Indochina. 


In another mild speech sim- 


ilar to his new style of last 
week, Porter asked the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong: 
"Why not tell us frankly why it 
is difficult for you to entertain 
this proposal, which would end 
the killing promptly?...

Site of Kennedy shooting 
burned, arson is blamed 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP)-T*e 


Texas School Book Depository, 
Lee Harvey Oswald's perch in 
the 1963 assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, was 
damaged by fire today and au- 
thorities labeled it arson. 


Investigators said gasoline 


cans were found op three floors 
of the seven-story building, and 
gasoline 
had been poured 


throughout the brick and wood 
structure. 


Damage was confined to the 


upper three floors. 


The effect on the sixth floor 


room from which (he the shots 


that killed Kennedy were fired 
was not immediately known. 


The blaze was discovered 


shortly before 10 a.m. by a 
workman who entered the 
building. It was extinguished 
about 30 minutes later. 


The building has been under 


controversy lately. 


The School. Book Depository 


company moved some time 
after the 1963 shooting of Ken- 
nedy and then-Texas Gov. John 
Connally and the building was 
sold. 


The purchaser was Aubrey 


Mayhew of Nashville, Tenn., 


who opened the lobby to vis- 
itors. He did not open the upper 
part of the building from where 
the Warren Commission said 
the fatal shots were fired. 


The sale was by D. Harold 


Byrd, wealthy Dallas business- 
man and majority owner in the 
Dallas 
Trust 
Corp. which 


owned the building. The struc- 
ture sold for $650,000. 


Byrd said two weeks ago that 


Mayhew was six months behind 
in mortgage payments.

Raw materials are brought in 
from several states with the 
exception of the jute which is 
imported from India and 
Pakistan. 


Carpet will be shipped from 


the mill by truck throughout the 
southern and southwest region 
of the U.S. and will be shipped 
throughout the nation within the 
next two years. Spears Carpet 
Mills, Inc. was organized by 
Grayson Spears of Hope who 
organized a similar mill in 
Lewisville and in Texas. Spears 
said he expected production the 
first year to be in excess of 
800,000 square yards of finished 
carpet and first year sales to 
exceed $2,400,000. 


Fencesitting art: 


Meany wields brush on political canvas 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


George Meany, steering the 
AFL-CIO to a fencesitting posi- 
tion of neutrality in the presi- 
dential campaign, showed he is 
still firmly in command of the 
nation's House of Labor and a 
power to be reckoned with in 
national politics. 


"He's invincible," grumbled 


one union opponent after the 77- 
year-old Meany ted the 35-man 
AFL-CIO executive council to a 


27-3 vote Wednesday against 
endorsing either Democratic 
nominee George McGovern or 
President Nixon. 


"I will not vote for either one 


of them," Meany told a news 
conference. 


"Meany was clam, cool, re- 


sponsible, effective and well- 
prepared," said another reluc- 
tant admirer on the labor coun- 
cil who had urged endorsement 
of McGovern as the AFL-CIO 


has done with every previous 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. 


Meany has sharply attacked 


Nixon on economic policies, 
while reportedly disagreeing 
with McGovern's views on the 
Vietnam war. 


Meany, who said McGovern 


was not "good material" for a 
president, shrewdly avoided a 
direct vote on whether to en- 
dorse McGovern and made it 


clear the AFL-CIO's 117 affil- 
iated unions and their 13.6 mil- 
lion members were free to do 
as they wished. This blunted 
opposition 
from 
several 


McGovern supporters on the la- 
bor council. 


Typical was President Floyd 


Smith of the 900,000-member 
Machinists union, who endorsed 
McGovern but voted with 
Meany's position of neutrality 
for the AFL-CIO. 


"Let them do as they like," 


Meany told a news conference. 


AFL-CIO sources said that 


had the vote been directly on 
whether to endorse McGovern, 
the vote would have been vir- 
tually split down the middle. 


Despite his victory in bending 


the labor council to his wishes, 
the issue produced more divi- 
sion in labor's ranks than any 
in recent memory 


more from you on the subject 
of the four-month period we 
have proposed for the with- 
drawal of all our forces from 
South Vietnam once such a 
cease-fire has begun and the 
prisoners of war are released.

1972 campaign 
for McGovern 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


George 'McGovern today ap- 
pointed former Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Lawrence F. 
O'Brien to head his presidential 
campaign. 


The nominee said O'Brien 


will be given a role concerned 
with unifying the support of 
Democrats and other "con- 
cerned Americans." 


McGovern said O'Brien will 


be his "national campaign 
chairman" and in that role 
"will lye aJortmost consultant r 
on the ovfcTTidlng goal which 
will be to unify the support of 
key Democrats across the coun- 
try." 


The senator said O'Brien 


will be his liaison with Demo- 
crats in Congress, Democratic 
governors, mayors, and state 
legislative leaders. 


He said O'Brien will also be 


his chief contact with officials 
of the Democratic Party and 
organized labor. 


"Larry O'Brien will be per- 


sonally and directly involved in 
all major campaign decisions 
between now and Nov. 7," 
McGovern said. 


"He will be a principal 


spokesman for this campaign 
and I am urging him to travel 
to every section of the country 


to speak in support of my can- 
didacy." 


McGovern made the O'Brien 


annoouncement after his arriv- 
al here from South Dakota 
where he has been vacationing, 
to cast a pro-labor vote in the 
Senate following his rejection 
by top AFL-CIO leaders.

RAPID aTY, S.D. (AP) - 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovern, moving 
to offset the impact of his re- 
jection by top labor leaders, 
flew to Washington today to 
cast a pro-labor Senate vote 
and unveil former National 
Chairman Lawrence F. O'Brien 
as his chief bridge to party 
regulars.

WASHINGTON ( AP> - 
Mov- 


ing boldly to keep the six- 
month old international curren- 
cy agreement from collapsing, 
the United States has begun in- 
tervening directly in the mon- 
ey-exchange markets to prop 
up the dollar's value. 


The Federal Reserve Board, 


the nation's central bank, start- 
ed selling German marks and 
other foreign currencies from 
U.S. reserves for dollars in for- 
eign 
exchange 
markets 


Wednesday in a sudden depar- 
ture from its previous mone- 
tary policy. 


"We are moving to play our 


part to restore order in ex- 
change markets and to do our 
part in upholding the Smithso- 
nian agreement as others have 
done," said a board spokesman 
in confirming the U.S. action. 


Major non-Communist nations 


agreed on a new set of money 
exchange rates last Dec. 18 at 
the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, including the first 
devaluation of the dollar since 
1934 and upward revaluation of 
other currencies. 


But that bargain threatened 


to fall apart in recent weeks 
because the British government 
bailed out and cut its pound 
sterling loose from the agreed 
upon exchange rate, floating it 
against other currencies. 


The 
resulting 
uneasiness 


overseas put the dollar under 
new pressure and several for- 
eign governments, mainly West 
Germany, were forced to buy 
dollars to protect the value of 
their own money and support 
the Smithsonian agreement. 


The United States has never 


directly intervened in exchange 
markets. It formerly used its 
gold stock to settle dollar 
claims, but President Nixon 
ended that last Aug. 15. Now, 
the United States has nothing to 
convert 
foreign 
currencies 


since the gold window will re- 
main closed until a new mone- 
tary system is worked out.

Building from a disaster 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (AP) 


— The dust, the dirt, the filth 
are still everywhere. 


Walk in any low-lying area of 


this hilly city of 60,000, and you 
get a choice — depending on 
whether it's dry or raining — 


between 
becoming engulfed 


with dust that mixes with sweat 
and pastes clothing to skin, or 
being slopped with mud. 


A full month after one-third 


of this eastern Pennsylvania 
city was inundated by floodwa- 
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ters from tropical storm Agnes, 
the community retains the ap- 
pearance of a disaster area. 


Lawns, sidewalks, shrubs, 


walls and just about anything 
else left standing are blanketed 
with a coat of tannish grime, 
the residue of 20-foot flooding 
by the Susquehanna River. 


In the city's well-to-do resi- 


dential section along Riverside 
Drive, homes lie scattered. One 
house sits in the middle of a 
street, swept there by the wa- 
ters. Others tilt precariously, 
their foundations and plumbing 
innards exposed. 


The hub of downtown, a gras- 


sy diagonal known as Public 
Square, is filled with informa- 
tion trailers and Salvation 
Army food trucks. Of some 50 
retail establishments that sur- 
round the square, just two — a 
newsstand and a drug store — 
have 
reopened. 
Heaps 
of 


boards, rubble and slime adorn 
the curbsides. 


No doubt about it, Wilkes- 


Barre looks awful. 


And yet ... amidst all this, a 


bustling spirit of renewal is un- 
deniably in evidence. 


A lot of the city's dirt, for ex- 


ample, is encrusted on the 
arms and faces of people who 
have determinedly 
shoveled 


four to six inches of mud from 
their floors. 


You see the spirit of renewal 


in the eyes of people like 81- 
year-old William Jayne, hosing 
down an old American flag that 
was defaced when three feet of 
water lapped into his second 
floor bedroom on the flood 
night of June 23. 


You see it as well on scores 


of homes and stores bearing 
signs that vow, "Rebuild We 
Will." 


Indeed, Nicholas H. Souchik, 


Luzerne County's executive di- 
rector for civil defense, says 
the flood-stricken sections of 
the city are now 70 to 75 per 
cent back onto their feet. 


"Not as nice as before," he 


remarks, "but we're recov- 
ering." 


Souchik gave this status re- 


port:

shelters are accommodating 
about 2,300 persons, with per- 
haps double that number stay- 
ing with relatives.

tractive decor and a tempting 
menu, these small signs may 
indicate that food in the estab- 
lishment is unhygienic," the in- 
spectors reported. 


Ask consultation, 
it is no insult

Dear Dr. Lamb—You had 


a letter in your column from 
a woman who had pernicious 
anemia. She had been re- 
ceiving B-12 once a month 
and had never had a blood 
test. This reminded me of 
the problem concerning my 
mother. She had gone to the 
doctor for a number of years 
for pernicious anemia and 
had received a monthly shot 
of B-12 but there had been 
no blood tests or other treat- 
ment. She kept getting worse 
and. with much urging she 
finally went to see my doctor 
who is a specialist in internal 
medicine. When he examined 
her he immediately put her 
in the hospital and started 
giving her massive doses of 
B-12. She responded well and 
was a new person. My doctor 
was so distressed with the 
treatment that she had re- 
ceived that he reported the 
problem to the county medi- 
cal association. Apparently 
this wasn't the first time that 
this doctor had a problem 
and eventually his office was 
vacated. 


1 tell this story to ask you 


if you won't stress to your 
readers that if they are in 
doubt about the treatment 
they are receiving to see an- 
other doctor. A reputable 
doctor will not be offended if 
you ask for another consulta- 
tion, but if he is, that is the 
time to make a change. Al- 
though 99 per cent of the 
doctors are reputable there 
is bound to be a black sheep 
in the medical profession just 
as there is in others. 


Dear Reader—I don't dis- 
agree with your observation. 
The truth is I have seen very 
few people who have been 
canonized in life and this 


includes doctors. In defend- 
ing physicians, however, I 
will say that as a group 
they are one of the hardest 
working segments of our so- 
ciety and most of them take 
their responsibilities 
quite 


seriously. 


I don't know of many other 


segments of our society who 
would permit their private 
life to be interrupted to the 
degree that most physicians 
do or would work the same 
number of hours, including 
weekends and holidays and 
all hours of the night or 
would, in fact, do as much 
charity work as many physi- 
cians do. 


The truth is that most doc- 


tors like their patients and 
they get something out of 
being able to do something 
for them. This is not to say 
that they don't enjoy their 
income as physicians, but 
the income doesn't keep 
them from enjoying the other 
aspects common to the prac- 
tice of medicine. 


I agree that if a patient is 


concerned about his treat- 
ment he should have a con- 
sultation. If n o t h i n g else, 
such attitude on the part of 
the patient reflects a lack of 
confidence and it interferes 
with the normal treatment 
relationship between the doc- 
tor and the patient. The way 
to solve the problem is to 
have a consultation and clear 
the air. Most doctors who 
are really concerned about 
how their patient is doing 
and are for some reason or 
another u n c e r t a i n about 
either the patient's state or 
what to do for him usually 
will ask for a consultation 
from another physician who 
might be able to help with 
the problem.

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Outflanked 
troops hit 
back at VC

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese forces battled a North 
Vietnamese battalion of 200 to 
300 trocps today that outflanked 
the forces closing in on Quang 
Tri City. 


The fighting was just south of 


the My Chanh defense line, 
about 10 miles south of Quang 
Tri and 20 miles above Hue. 
The attack threatened Highway 
1, less than a mile to the west. 


The South Vietnamese turned 


their tank guns on the North 
Vietnamese force, and U.S. F4 
Phantoms swooped down with 
bombs. The North Vietnamese 
slammed mortars into the 
South Vietnamese infantrymen. 


The fighting was continuing 


at midday, and no firm casu- 
alty figures were available. 


Col. 
Le Ba Khien, a South 


Vietnamese regimental com- 
mander, said he believed an en- 
tire North Vietnamese regiment 
numbering up to 1,000 troops 
had moved south below My 
Chanh in an attempt to cut the 
north-south Highway behind the 
task force at Quang Tri. 


In Quang Tri, meanwhile, 


South Vietnamese paratroopers 
advanced to within 50 yards of 
the Citadel despite a counter- 
attack by North Vietnamese in- 
fantry and tanks. But infor- 
mants said there would be no 
attempt to storm the walled 
fortress until more government 
troops reach forward positions 
and more North Vietnamese

treme fire hazards" and "gross 
negligence" have been found at 
the University of Arkansas 
Medical Center here by the 
Little Rock Fire Department.

Cumrmngs said in a report that 
unless the center took imme- 
diate action to correct the haz- 
ards it was "useless for this de- 
partment to continue making 
inspections of this institution." 


He said the department had 


been inspecting the center since 
1962 and "the conditions have 
become progressively worse." 


The state Health Department 


is now conducting its own fire 
inspection to determine if the 
center can meet requirements 
of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare to care 
for medicaid and medicare 
patients. 


Knowledgeable sources esti- 


mated that it would cost the 
university at least $3 million to

minimum fire safety 


codes.

Jack D. Davis said the univer- 
sity had made progress since 
the inspection report was is- 
sued Feb. 14. 


Cununings made 11 general 


recommendations to the center 
that were necessary to comply 
with city and fire codes. In the 
report, Cummings ordered that 
all corridors be cleared of stor- 
age and kept cleared. There 
were numerous instances of 
storage in the corridors. The 
report said that room B162 was 
"found in a deplorable condi- 
tion." Many kinds of com- 
bustibles, such as doors, paper, 
carpet, rubert belts, boxes, 
etc., were found stored, Cum- 
mings said.

New mother is 
blind and sick 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— Barbara 
LeQuire, 30, is 


blind, a diabetic, a kidney- 
transplant 
recipient—and 
a 


very proud new mother. 


Mrs. LeQuire, whose husband 


also is blind, gave birth to a 
normal, healthy baby boy in 
May, 
confounding 
medical 


odds. A doctor said she was the 
first reported diabetic kidney 
transplant recipient ever to 
give birth. 


"We call him our miracle 


baby," Mrs. LeQuire said at 
her suburban Brooklyn Park 
home. 


Doctors told her seven years 


ago that they believed she 
could never become pregnant. 
Radiation treatment of her pi- 
tuitary gland had been tried in 
a vain attempt to save the 
young woman's sight. The pi- 
tuitary 
gland, doctors 
ex- 


plained, sends out a number of 
hormones, including several in- 
volved in the reproduction proc- 
ess. 


After losing vision in 1965, 


she received another shock four 
years later when doctors gave 
her only a couple of months to 
live. The diabetes' which de- 


stroyed her vision also had de- 
stroyed her kidneys. 


At that time diabetics were 


thought to have too many 
medical problems to be consid- 
ered good candidates for either 
artifical kidney machines or 
kidney transplants. 


However, University of Min- 


nesota Hospitals and a few oth- 
er centers were starting special 
programs to see whether, with 
special care, transplants might 
be possible for such persons. 
Mrs. LeQuire became the sec- 
ond diabetic at Minnesota to re- 
ceive a successful kidney trans- 
plant. Her father donated one 
of his kidneys. 


Dr. John S. Najarian, the 


University of Minnesota sur- 
gery chief, performed the kid- 
ney transplant operation Sept. 
3, 1969. 


Najarian said only a few doz- 


en women throughout the world 
have had 
babies 
following 


transplants and Mrs. LeQuire is 
the 
first 
reported 
diabetic 


transplant recipient to do so. 


Mrs. LeQuire said she has 


found it relatively easy to care 
for little John, named after Dr. 
Najarian. 


New hitch 
in chess

The score is now 2V4-1M! in 
Spassky's favor, the 
fourth 


match Tuesday having ended in 
a draw. 


Gudmundur 
Thorarinsson, 


president of the host federation, 
said Fischer delivered his list 
of new demands Wednesday 
night. He said they had "not. 
been met." 


Thorarinsson said the Ameri- 


can challenger, who is a late 
riser, was still asleep and had 
not been told of the refusal. 


The Rev. William Lombardy, 


Fischer's second, said he could 
not say whether Thorarinsson's 
refusal would jeopardize the 
game today. 


Although many of Fischer's 


demands were trivial, such as 
exclusive use of the swimming 
pool at his hotel, he also asked 
for "written authority to have 
film cameras removed from 
the playing hall" if they dis- 
turbed him. 


Fischer objected during the 


first game to the three cameras 
that were to film the match for 
American promoter 
Chester 


Fox. He boycotted the second 
game because the chess feder- 
ation would not order them re- 
moved. No filming was per- 
mitted for the third and fourth 
games, and Fox has said he 
would not let his contract for 
movie and TV rights jeopardize 
the match if Fischer persisted 
in his opposition. 


Lothar Schmid, the West Ger- 


man referee of the match, said 
the organizers of the match 
would do all they could to meet 
the American's demands. 


"But

Schmid added, "if he had ob- 
jections, he had to present 
them to me within six hours 
after the last game.

MOSCOW (At») - the Soviet 


government says the military 
personnel it sent to Egypt have 
completed their assignments 
and that is the reason they are 
coming home. 


A statement by the govern-

Wednesday night was the first 


disclosure to the Soviet people 
of something President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt announced 24 
hours before. But while Sadat 
made clear that he had told 
Moscow to get its military ad- 
visers out of Egypt because the 
Kremlin hadn't given him more 
advanced offensive weapons to 
use against Israel, the Soviet 
statement gave no hint of this. 


U.S. efforts In 
settlement are 
assailed by VC 


PARIS (AP) - The Viet 


Cong today assailed U.S. efforts 
to get a military settlement of 
the Vietnam war without set- 
tling the political conflict over 
control of the government in 
Saigon. 


Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, leader 


of the Viet Cong delegation, 
told the 151st session of the 
Vietnam peace talks that "the 
two aspects of the problem 
should be settled 
simulta- 


neously." 


Addressing the meeting a day 


after U.S. presidential adviser 
Henry Kissinger resumed se- 
cret talks with Le Due Tho of 
the North Vietnamese Polit- 
buro, Mrs. Binh said: 


"The U.S. side pretends to 


desire an end to its military 
'participation* without dealing 
with the political aspect. This 
simply means that the United 
States still wants to maintain in 
South Vietnam the adminis- 
tration it has set up to imple- 
ment the policy of 'Vietnam- 
isation* of the war. If so, the 
United States will never be able 
to put an end to its military 
'participation.'" 


Kissinger returned to Wash- 


ington Wednesday night and re- 
ported to President Nixon on 
the session, the 14th he has 
held with North Vietnamese of- 
ficials. 


Although White House press 


secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
gave no information about the 
dosed-door discussions, there 
WJM MI indication oLanj prpg- 
ros toUrl an* aglemenT• to * 
end the war. But Ziegler's 
statement that "further meet- 
ings will be announced as they 
are held" was taken in Wash- 
ington to indicate that Kissin- 
ger feels encouraged to hold 
more talks. 


A further 
indication that 


agreement was not near came 
from Radio Havana, which re- 
ported that Mrs. Binh would ar- 
rive in Cuba this weekend for 
the anniversary celebration of 
the Castro revolution and stay 
six days. 


Xuan Thuy, the chief of 


Hanoi's delegation in Paris, at- 
tended the meeting Wednesday 
between Kissinger and Tho, 
which lasted 6V4 hours. 


It was the first between Pres- 


ident Nixon's chief foreign pol- 
icy adviser and North Vietnam- 
ese leaders since the United 
States suspended the weekly, 
semipublic peace talks in early 
May. The weekly sessions re- 
sumed last Thursday and it is 
believed that the North Viet- 
namese refused to hold secret 
talks unless they did.

Police hunt 
for figures 
in Eboli case 


NEW YORK (AP) - Police 


reportedly are hunting for un- 
derworld figures named to in- 
vtstigators by the chauffeur- 
bodyguard of Thomas "Tommy 
Ryan" Eboli, the Mafia leader 
ihot to death on a Brooklyn 
Street Ust Sunday. 


While Eboli's body was borne 


to • cemetery Wednesday in a 
cortege of Cadillacs, intensive 
questioning of Joseph Sternfeld, 
53, who drove Eboli 
to 


Brooklyn's Crown Heights sec- 
Hen on the night of the slaying, 
wai said to have revealed why 
Eboli went there and whom he 
planned to meet. 


One investigator commented 


'on the interrogation of Ster- 
nfeld: "He's starting to break. 
He's telling us more than he 
did before, but he still knows a 
lot more than he's telling. We 
believe he saw the killers and 
can identify them." 


Sternfeld is detained under 


heavy guard as a material wit- 
neu in lieu of |250,000 bail. Po- 
lice laid they were withholding 
nipMi of the hunted gangland 
Q§ujrej because they might flee 
IMwea. 


Authorities said Eboli, 61, 


waj ta charge of the Mafia 
family formerly headed by Vito 
Geuovese. Police said he may 
have been in Brooklyn — far 
from bis accustomed Manhat- 
tan haunts and Fort Lee, N.J., 
residence — for a conference 
with other underworld chief- 
tain*. 


Eboli reportedly was killed 


because he was trying to stop 
narcotics transactions in bars, 
restaurants and other spots 
where he had interests. Investi- 
gators indicated the drug deal- 
ers were young Italians who en- 
tered this country illegally to 
work for Eboli and other Mafia 
big shots, then decided to go 
into business on their own. 


Eboli was the 15th gang vic- 


tim since the June 28, 1971 
wounding of reputed Mafia 
leader Joseph Colombo and 
founder of the Italian-American 
Civil Rights League. 


Police kept close watch on 


mourners who showed up 
Wednesday at a funeral home 
in the Ozone Park section of 
Queens, where Eboli's body, 
dressed in a blue-gray business 
suit, lay in a bronze coffin sur- 
rounded by yellow roses and 
.purple orchids.

wreaths, but few were signed. 


Police said the funeral was 


shunned by all New York's 
gangland notables, including 
Funzi Tieri, who is reported to 
be filling in the power vacuum 
left by Eboli's murder.

Francois or the Frenchman, 
has long had warm gelations 
with members of the alleged 
Mafia family of Carlo Cara- 
bine, now considered the most 
powerful figure in organized 
crime.
